Provided, That when undivided Land i$ fold, which muft always be 
the Cale (if there be any fuch that is valuable) that che Perfons paying 
their Proportion of faid Tax to the T'rcafurer (before the Warrant bel 
iffued) half not be curtailed, but be as fairly_intitled to the Propertion 
they pay for, as they were before: And a Copy of the Sheriff’s Wari 
rant, with his Doings thereon, in Refpe& to the particular Land feld fo
